There is a better than even chance, say pollsters, that 
the next President of the United States^will be a peanut 
farmer from Plains, Georgia. Given that possibility, the 
question of how Jimmy Carter would govern America 
becomes all- important. 
His administration, of course, could be expected to 
enjoy better relations with Capitol Hill than has been the 
case under Presidents Nixon and Ford.Both Houses of 
Congress are heavily controlled by Democrats, and there 
is scant likelihood that that will change with the 
November elections. But how would he actually wield the 
considerable power that would thus reside at the White 
House to shape the nation’s future? 
A Carter presidency, for one thing, almost surely 
would be a very activist one. The latest Business Week 
magazine says Carter as President would develop “a set 
of programs for the nation that could put the U.S. 
economy and society on the road to the most fun­ 
damental changes in decades.” High on Carter’s agenda, 
according to aides, would be: overhaul of the U.S. tax 
system, closing off various shelters and deductions; a 
massive reorganization of the federal bureaucracy, 
introduction of a national health insurance program, 
federal - state takeover of municipal welfare costs, and a 
wide - ranging program, including federal jobs, to reduce 
unemployment. 
As to style, Dr. David G. Winter, a noted psychologist, 
claims that a politician’s statements can be analyzed to 
determine his need for power, for achievement, and for 
affiliation (the last being “an expression of his desire to 
associate with people”) Writing in Psychology Today 
magazine, Winter reports that Carter “scores average or 
above on all three motives, but his need for achievement 
outs tips his needs for both affiliation and power. Because 
of this particular pattern of motives, Carter is likely to 
govern in the style of Lyndon B. Johnson.” 
To his credit, one thing that Carter would take to the 
White House would be a power of moral suasion that LBJ 
lacked. The profane Texan had simply been in too many 
smoke- filled rooms and been party to too many political 
deals to rally the nation by the power of his example. 
Carter’s religious faith seems deep and genuine. 
Although his liberal brand of politics should give pause to 
many Americans, on a moral plane it is difficult to fault 
him.

The working middle class has 
more at stake than any other 
group in curbing government 
excesses 
and 
“should start 
demanding 
a 
better 
deal,” 
Richard C. Kautz, chairman of 
the 
National 
Association of 
Manufacturers, and chairman, 
Grain Processing Corp., said 
recently. 
“The average American, 
above all, should get mad at 
W ashington’s treatm ent of 
Him—and do something about 
it,” Mr. Kautz said. 
Americans are showing their 
distaste for government ex­ 
cesses already by not turning 
out to vote, he observed, adding 
that, in 1974, only one out of 
every three voting-age citizens 
went to the polls. 
“We must show people that 
faith can be restored, 
that 
change can be effected, that 
voting can make a difference,” 
he urged. 
“It is the productive worker,” 
Mr. Kautz insisted, “who pays 
the bulk of taxes and who, in 
effect, pays the lion’s share for 
programs 
that 
support 
the 
nonproductive. It is he who is the 
consuming 
public 
and 
who 
creates markets for the out­ 
pourings 
of 
our 
society 
products—and 
when 
govern­ 
ment overregulation and ex­ 
cessive taxes inflate the cost of 
products, he foots the bill.” 
The NAM chairman pointed 
out that “today’s government 
policies are tipped in favor of the 
non-producers through income- 
maintenance 
programs 
that 
skyrocket in co6ts as they grow 
in number”—from 200 in the 
early 1960s to 1,100 today. He 
said that “ 10 years ago, spen­ 
ding for health,"education and 
welfare programs was about $35 
billion. 
For fiscal 1977, the 
President hps budgeted almost 
$192 billion for the whole gamut 
of social welfare programs.”

A leading business executive,

Bell System, has expressed his 
views in testimony before the 
Senate subcommittee. It was his 
belief that any steps to inject 
com petition 
into 
the 
now 
publicly-regulated 
telephone 
business should be undertaken 
“ ...only 
after 
finding 
that 
competition will result in a 
b etter 
telecom m unications 
system, not merely a more 
segmented one.” For instance, 
disrupting the Bell System by 
divesting it of its equipment 
supplier would, he said, simply 
reduce the company’s income 
and 
“ ...adversely affect 
its 
ability to raise capital during 
this critical period. Such action 
would ultimately mean higher 
rates 
and 
less 
progressive 
developments 
for consumers 
and would not, therefore, serve 
the public interest.” He also 
noted that such action would 
threaten the income of more 
than 3 million stockholders, as 
well 
as pension funds and 
m illions 
of 
other 
people 
depending in part for their 
livelihood on dividends resulting 
from their stock ownership in 
A m erican 
Telephone 
& 
Telegraph Company. 
Our elected representatives 
should be devoting their at­ 
tention to practically anything 
except further disruption of 
basic industry and the U.S.

Predicts Massive, viiolent Black 
racial strife - Unless

But its 
impact is felt in hundreds of 
communities which are uptight 
and restless in the country’s 
“ central cities.”

PHILADELPHIA - Although 
this seems a time of economic 
recovery and more tranquility 
in our cities than in recent 
years, beneath the surface there 
is a seething volcano which will 
erupt one day and tear this 
country apart if we do not begin 
to do something on a significant 
scale about worsening problems 
in our urban communities. 
While there have been benefits 
from the civil rights movement, 
the broader results still have not 
reached the great masses of 
blacks 
and 
other 
colored 
minorities in America. In fact, 
many are in as bad shape now as 
they ever were before. Con­ 
ditions in our cities have ac­ 
tually gotten worse. 
Most white Americans have 
no 
comprehensioh 
of 
the 
m agnitude 
of 
inner 
city 
problems. They are massive; 
and most disheartening of all, 
there is little effort to improve 
conditions. Not a single program 
of national scope is being at­ 
tem pted 
to 
deal 
with 
deteriorating conditions of 
housing, 
unem ploym ent, 
deprivation and hopelessness in 
the 
nation’s 
concentrated 
communities. 
Indeed, the prospect is that, 
within five years at most, unless 
the deterioration of our urban 
areas is reversed and the people 
given new hope, the nation will 
be caught once again in a wave 
of racial strife, ethnic division 
and riotous bedlam, the likes of 
which we have never witnessed 
before. 
The situation has already 
gotten beyond any one part of 
the nation’s capability to deal 
with in an effective way. The 
federal government by itself 
cannot sufficiently handle the 
situation, 
and money alone 
cannot solve the problem. 
Need in America today is a 
com bination 
of resources: 
capital, physical, human and 
spiritual, 
in 
a 
crusade 
of 
national rejuvenation, leading to 
the assurances of equal housing 
opportunities, 
assurances 
of 
equal 
job 
opportunities, 
assurances of the elimination of 
employment barriers 
in in­ 
dustries and unions, plus a 
national concentration on lifting 
the 
skills 
and 
productive 
capacities of the unemployed 
and underemployed among our 
nation’s poor. 
There is need for massive self- 
help rehabilitation, job creation 
and skill training efforts in 010* 
cities. Into these money from 
the government, resources from 
industry, cooperation from the 
comm unity 
and 
the 
self­ 
development of the people are 
all 
combined. 
It’s 
a great 
national effort to provide every 
American, of every race and 
color, an equal chance at the 
starting line for jobs and op­ 
portunities. 
In this respect a proposal 
calling fpr a nationwide job 


creation 
and 
skill 
training 
program to employ one million 
unemployed 
A m ericans 
is 
before the Congress now, which 
could become a beginning in 
bringing this about. The act 
requests support for self-help 
type programs like the OIC, the 
Opportunities Industrialization 
Centers of America. 


It was begun in Philadelphia 
13 years ago, in an old aban­ 
doned jailhouse, to help the 
unemployed 
and 
the 
un­ 
deremployed 
improve 
their 
conditions, and it has since 
trained 
and placed 
250,000 
people in jobs and has operating 
or is developing centers in more 
than 
200 
urban and 
rural 
communities across the nation. 
Because of the self-help 
nature of the program, the OIC 
trains a person for less than one- 
third the cost of the traditional 
governm ent-type program s, 
with more than an 85 per cent 
retention of trainees placed on 
jobs. The rate on federal in­ 
vestment in OIC centers has 
already been returned 20 to 1, 
with an economic benefit to the 
country amounting to billions of 
dollars in new wages, new taxes 
and tax savings on relief checks. 
In addition to OIC, this skills- 
training and job-creation bill 
provides for the broad and in­ 
tensive participation of other 
community-based organizations 
like the Urban League, Plans for 
Progress, union organizations 
and others of demonstrated 
effectiveness 
in 
the com ­ 
prehensive employment and job 
development field. 
The bill was introduced in the 
Senate by Richard Schweiker 
and is already co-signed by 
more than 30 Senators of every 
political persuasion and from all 
geographical 
sections. 
A 
companion 
bill 
has 
been 
sponsored in the House by 
Congressm an 
Perkins 
of 
Kentucky, 
chairman 
of 
the 
House 
Labor 
Com m ittee, 
already with scores of co­ 
signers. 
According to one supporting 
Senator, this legislation, which 
many thought would not go very 
far, could become the rock in the 
water to create waves that could 
begin to make a difference in 
reaching 
the untrained and 
unemployed in America. While 
the debate on full employment is 
going on, the country sorely 
needs something practical like 
this to happen now, to give pom* 
people some hope. 
The OIC is multi-racial in 
com position and has been 
broadly endorsed by governors 
and 
m ayors 
from 
across 
America. OIC has also built 
community-owned 
shopping 
centers, housing complexes and 
community-owned factories in 
its job-creation process. 
The problems of the inner 
cities will only be solved by 
massive proliferation of this 
kind of self-help effort with the 
working together - of govern­ 
ment, 
industry, la bo?, com­ 
munity-based groups, and most 
of all, the people in the com­ 
munities themselves, motivated 
by self-development. 
Of this we can be sure: 
something like the OIC self-help 
thrust, and that of other com­ 
munity-based 
organizations, 
had better be widely attempted 
soon, and they had better suc­ 
ceed, or one day that volcano 
beneath us is going to blow up. <v

HOW WOULD JIMMY CARTER 
GOVERN? 
There is a better than even chance, say pollsters, that 
the next President of the United States will be a peanut 
farmer from Plains, Georgia. Given that possibility, the 
question of how Jimmy Carter would govern America 
becomes all- important. 
His administration, of course, could be expected to 
enjoy better relations with Capitol Hill than has been the 
case under Presidents Nixon and Ford.Both Houses of 
Congress are heavily controlled by Democrats, and there 
is scant likelihood that that will change with the 
November elections. But how would he actually wield the 
considerable power that would thus reside at the White 
House to shape the nation’s future? 
A Carter presidency, for one thing, almost surely 
would be a very activist one. The latest Business Week 
magazine says Carter as President would develop "a set 
of programs for the nation that could put the U.S. 
economy and society on the road to the most fun­ 
damental changes in decades.” High on Carter’s agenda, 
according to aides, would be: overhaul of the U.S. tax 
system, closing off various shelters and deductions; a 
massive reorganization of the federal bureaucracy, 
introduction of a national health insurance program, 
federal - state takeover of municipal welfare costs, and a 
wide - ranging program, including federal jobs, to reduce 
unemployment. 
As to style, Dr. David G. Winter, a noted psychologist, 
claims that a politician’s statements can be analyzed to 
determine his need for power, for achievement, and for 
affiliation ( the last being ‘‘an expression of his desire to 
associate with people” ) Writing in Psychology Today 
magazine, Winter reports that Carter “scores average or 
above on all three motives, but his need for achievement 
exits tips his needs for both affiliation and power. Because 
of this particular pattern of motives. Carter is likely to 
govern in the style of Lyndon B. Johnson.” 
To his credit, one thing that Carter would take to the 
White House would be a power of moral suasion that LBJ 
lacked. The profane Texan had simply been in too many 
smoke- filled rooms and been party to too many political 
deals to rally the nation by the power of his example. 
Carter’s religious faith seems deep and genuine. 
Although his liberal brand of politics should give pause to 
many Americans, on a moral plane it is difficult to fault 
him.

Him—and do something about 
it," Mr Kautz said 
Americans are showing their

said that "10 years ago, spcn 
ding for health, education and 
welfare program s was about $35

Quite frankly, if 
m ore segments of local, state 
and federal governments had 
operated even with a modicum 


of the efficiency and foresight 
shown by the nation’s telephone 
industry, the country would not 
be in the nest of troubles which 
now plague it. 
A leading business executive, 
not 
a sso ciated 
w ith 
the 
telephone industry or with the 
Bell System, has expressed his 
views in testimony before the 
Senate subcom mittee. It was his 
belief that any steps to inject 
com petition 
into 
the 
now 
publicly-regulated 
telephone 
business should be undertaken 
"...only 
after 
finding 
that 
competition will result in a 
b e tte r 
telecom m unications 
system , not m erely a more 
segm ented one.” For instance, 
disrupting the Bell System by 
divesting it of its equipment 
supplier would, he said, simply 
reduce the company’s income 
and 
“ ...adversely 
affect 
its 
ability to raise capital during 
this critical period. Such action 
would ultim ately mean higher 
rates 
and 
less 
progressive 
developments 
for 
consum ers 
and would not, therefore, serve 
the public interest.” He also 
noted that such action would 
threaten the income of more 
than 3 million stockholders, as 
well 
as 
pension 
funds 
and 
m illions 
of 
other 
people 
depending in part for their 
livelihood on dividends resulting 
from their stock ownership in 
A m erican 
T elephone 
& 
Telegraph Company. 
Our elected representatives 
should be devoting their a t­

PHILADELPHIA - Although 
this seems a tim e of economic 
recovery and m ore tranquility 
in our cities than in recent 
years, beneath the surface there 
is a seething volcano which will 
erupt one day and tear this 
country apart if we do not begin 
to do something on a significant 
scale about worsening problems 
in our urban communities 
While there have been benefits 
from the civil rights movement, 
the broader results still have not 
reached the great m asses of 
blacks 
and 
o th er 
colored 
m inorities in America. In fact, 
many are in as bad shape now as 
they ever were before. Con­ 
ditions in our cities have ac­ 
tually gotten worse 
Most white Americans have 
no 
com prehensioh 
of 
the 
m agnitude 
of 
inner 
city 
problems. They are massive; 
and most disheartening of all, 
there is little effort to improve 
conditions. Not a single program 
of national scope is being a t­ 
tem pted 
to 
deal 
w ith 
d e te rio ra tin g 
conditions 
of 
h o u sin g , 
u n e m p lo y m e n t, 
deprivation and hopelessness in 
the 
n atio n 's 
co n cen trated 
communities 
Indeed, the prospect is that, 
within five years at most, unless 
the deterioration of our urban 
areas is reversed and the people 
given new hope, the nation will 
be caught once again in a wave 
of racial strife, ethnic division 
and riotous bedlam, the likes of 
which we have never witnessed 
before, 
The 
situation 
has already 
gotten beyond any one part of 
the nation's capability to deal 
with in an effective way. The 
federal government by itself 
cannot sufficiently handle the 
situation, 
and 
money 
alone 
cannot solve the problem, 
Need in America today is a 
com bination 
of 
reso u rces: 
capital, physical, human and 
spiritual, 
in 
a 
crusade 
of 
national rejuvenation, leading to 
the assurances of equal housing 
opportunities, 
assurances 
of 
equal 
job 
opportunities, 
assurances of the elimination of 
employment 
barriers 
in 
in­ 
dustries and unions, plus a 
national concentration on lifting 
the 
skills 
and 
productive 
capacities of the unemployed 
and underemployed among our 
nation’s poor, 
There is need for massive self- 
help rehabilitation, job creation 
and skill training efforts in our 
cities. Into these money from 
the government, resources from 
inckistry, cooperation from the 
com m unity 
and 
the 
se lf­ 
development of the people are 
all 
combined. 
It’s 
a 
great 
national effort to provide every 
American, of every race and 
color, an equal chance at the 
starting line for jobs and op 
port unities. 
In this respect a proposal 
calling |o r a nationwide job 


creation 
and 
skill 
training 
program to employ one million 
unem ployed 
A m ericans 
is 
before the Congress now, which 
could become a beginning in 
bringing this about 
The act 
requests support for self-help 
type program s like the OIC, the 
Opportunities Industrialization 
Centers of America. 


It was begun m Philadelphia 
13 years ago, in an old aban­ 
doned jailhouse, to help the 
unem ployed 
and 
the 
u n ­ 
deremployed 
improve 
their 
conditions, and it has since 
trained 
and 
placed 
250,000 
people in jobs and has operating 
or is developing centers in more 
than 
200 
urban 
and 
rural 
communities across the nation. 
B ecause of 
the self-help 
nature of the program , the OIC 
trains a person for less than one- 
third the cost of the traditional 
g o vernm ent-type p ro g ram s, 
with more than an 85 per cent 
retention of trainees placed on 
jobs. The rate on federal in­ 
vestment in OIC centers has 
already been returned 20 to 1, 
with an economic benefit to the 
country amounting to billions of 
dollars in new wages, new taxes 
and tax savings on relief checks. 
In addition to OIC, this skills- 
training and job-creation bill 
provides for the broad and in­ 
tensive participation of other 
community-based organizations 
like the Urban League, Plans for 
Progress, union organizations 
and 
others of 
dem onstrated 
effectiv en ess 
in 
the 
com ­ 
prehensive employment and job 
development field 
The bill was introduced in the 
Senate by Richard Schweiker 
and is already co-signed by 
more than 30 Senators of every 
political persuasion and from all 
g eo g rap h ical 
sections.

According to one supporting 
Senator, this legislation, which 
many thought would not go very 
far, could become the rock in the

unemployed in America. While 
the debate on full employment is 
going on, the country sorely 
needs something practical like

Federal pension plans offer the best retirement deal

Federal pension plans offer 
the best retirement deal in the 
nation to their workers, from 
the president of the United 
States to the mailman. But the 
pension funds also are among 
the most debt-ridden. 
The 21 major pension plans 
covering federal employes have 
an unfunded debt of nearly $500 
billion, according to estimates 
compiled by the National Tax­ 
payers Union, a private non­ 
profit research group. That $500 
biUion is money guaranteed to 
present and future retireees, 
money the pension plans do not 
have on hand and that each 
taxpayer will have to shell out 
over the coming years. 
As of March 1, the pension 
plan of the largest federal em­ 
ployer, the Civil Service Com­ 
mission, had unfunded pension 
debts to 4.2 million active and 
retired workers totaling $101 
billion. 
In the military retirement 
system, the unfunded debt to 
3.1 million active and retired 
employes is $172 billion. 
The pension fund covering 
the U.S. foreign service has an 
unfunded debt of $1 billion. 
And the Central Intelligence 
Agency owes an estimated 16,- 
000 employes, both active and 
retired, approximately $3 bil­ 
lion more than it has on hand, 
the National Taxpayers Union 
estimates. (The CIA does not 
make such statistics available.) 
Under the Presidential Re­ 
tirement Act, former President 
Nixon gets $63,000 a year in re­ 
tirement pay. Three presiden­ 
tial widows — Mamie Eisen­ 
hower, Bess Truman and Ja- 
queline Kennedy Onassis — get 
$20,000 a year each. It is esti­ 
mated that the fund providing 
that money will be $3 billion in 
debt over the life of its com­ 
mitments. 
Of the 21 principal federal 
pension plans, only one — the 
Federal Reserve System Re­ 
tirement Plan covering 1,500 
employes — is fully funded, 
meaning that if the plan went 
out of existence, it would have 
the assets to pay all its pension 


debts on the spot. 
The rest of the plans appar- 
enUy are relying on faith in the 
federal government’s ability to 
tax 215 million Americans and 
print more money — something 
cities and states with billion- 
dollar pension debts can’t do. 
In the U.S. Civil Service, bas­ 
ic pension benefits average $550 
a month or $6,600 a year, ac­ 
cording to David Minton, a 
staffer for the House Post Of­ 
fice and Civil Service Com­ 
mittee. But a retiree who start­ 
ed at that pension level three 
years ago has seen his post­ 
retirement benefits grow to $8,- 
494 when the cost-of-living al­ 
lowance is added, according to 
calculations done by the actua­ 
rial firm Program Planners, 
Inc., of New York. 
While state and local public 
employes must serve an aver­ 
age of 10 years' — known as the 
vesting period — before they 
can start collecting even a re­ 
duced pension, some U.S. civil 
servants can collect retirement 
pay after only five years. After 
41 years of service, a federal 
employe can get 80 per cent of 
the average of his three highest 
salaries years of service. 
Unlike 
nearly 
all 
private 
workers and many state and lo­ 
cal public employes, federal ci­ 
vilian workers are not entitled 
to Social Security benefits. But 
it is common for federal work­ 
ers to "moonlight” in private 
jobs long enough to qualify for 
Social Security. 
With that combined coverage, 
a retired civil servant often can 
make more in retirement bene­ 
fits than he took home while 
working. 
To get his generous pension, 
however, the federal employe 
must contribute 7 per cent of 
his yearly salary. Mo6t private 
plans do not require employe 
contributions and state and lo­ 
cal public workers have to pay 
only 4 or 5 per cent of their 
salaries toward pensions. 
Last year, federal civil ser­ 
vants contributed $2.1 billion to 
their pensions, while taxpayers 
kicked in $9.2 billion, a cost of 
about $45 per American.

The debt problem of federal 
plans is compounded by the 
most liberal cost-of-living al­ 
lowances offered any American 
worker.

Federal officials say the mili­ 
tary retirement system is the 
most generous and most debt- 
plagued. The system is entirely 
pay-as-you-go,

from $895 million in 1962 to a 
forecast $8.4 billion in fiscal 
1977. The Defense Department 
projects that military pensions 
will cost $11.3 billion in fiscal

Unlike 
most pubficly em­ 
ployed workers, military em­ 
ployes make no contribution to 
the pension plans. They can re­ 
tire after 20 years’ service at 
half pay and will draw their 
checks for an average of 32 
years.

The military plan also pro­ 
vides the full cost-of-living, plus 
the kicker adjustment, for its 
retirees.

Two other groups receive 
generous retirement benefits —

Congressmen are covered by 
the Civil Service Retirement 
Plan, but no one is sure how 
much of the fund’s $101 billion 
unfunded liability is due to con­ 
gressional pensions. Benefits 
range from $11,000 to more 
than 
$50,000,

Sens.

Mansfield,

they are never 
even considered retirees, but 
rather after age 65 or 70, de­ 
pending on their number of 
years on the bench, attain 
“senior status,” after which 
they can work or not, at their 
own choice. Either way, they 
draw full salary until they die. 
Some federal judges, through 
a complicated quirk in the fed­ 
eral judicial and civil service 
statutes, also are getting paid 
an unintended windfall in back 
civil service benefits for U.S.

Ashcroft promised to improve 
the consumer protection ac­ 
tivities of the attorney general’s 
office. 
He said he would install an 
incoming toll-free telephone line 
so individuals could call his 
office to report consumer 
problems when they occur. 
The ability to telephone the 
attorney general’s office free 
now exists only in St. Louis, 
Kansas City and Jefferson City. 
He said he would ask schools 
to teach students ways of con­ 
fronting consumer fraud. He 
pointed out that there are over 
800 separate consumer fraud 
schemes, and ways of spotting 
them must be taught early. 
Ashcroft promised vigorous 
antitrust 
action 
whenever 
needed and indicated that he 
thinks criticism of the attorney 
general’s office for lack of an­ 
titrust action is unfair. 
“I am deeply committed to the 
maintenance of a competitive 
economy in Missouri, and people 
who use sharp practices and 
illegal activities to monopolize 
the market should be prosecuted 
vigoriously,” he said.

legal opinions handed down 
through his office. He said the 
book would be made available to 
the legal profession, libraries 
and news media.

James L. Buckley of New York 
is reserving the option of a 
third-man presidential candida­ 
cy, leaving Republican National 
Convention strategists for Pres­ 
ident Ford and Ronald Reagan 
to argue over which side would 
suffer if he ran. 
GOP 
platform 
draftsmen 
worked through a sweltering 
night into early morning hours 
today, trying to fashion planks 
that both the Reagan and Ford 
camps could buy without a 
fight. Reagan’s manager said 
he wasn’t looking for platform 
trouble, but was ready for con­ 
tests on the convention floor if 
necessary. 
The close race was reflected 
in a platform subcommittee 
vote on the Panama Canal is­ 
sue. By an 8 to 8 tie vote, a 
foreign policy panel rejected an 
attempt by Reagan backers to 
require that the United States 
maintain sovereignty over the 
canal. 
Instead, by a 9 to 7 vote to­ 
day, it adopted language ac­ 
cepted by the Ford adminis­ 
tration which said U.S. negotia­ 


tors should not give up any ter­ 
ritory rights needed to protect 
U.S. security. 
The« Reagan campaign also 
readied its forces for a Satur­ 
day drive to undo a Ford-back­ 
ed rule binding delegates from 
18 states to vote in accordance 
with the outcome of presiden­ 
tial primary elections. 
And, on a hundred-degree 
day Wednesday, the Buckley 
maneuver turned up the politi­ 
cal temperature. 
A Ford lieutenant tried to 
talk Buckley into renouncing 
presidential candidacy. Richard 
Rosenbaum, 
the 
New York 
GOP chairman, did so with a 
less-than-subtle suggestion that 
Buckley might suffer political 
damage at home, where he is 
running for re-election to the 
Senate. 
John P. Sears, the Reagan 
manager, said that the chal­ 
lenger had not tried to encour­ 
age or dissaude any potential 
rival entry into the race for 
nomination. He disclaimed any 
involvement in the Buckley 
move. 
Nonetheless, it appeared to 


mesh with a Reagan convention 
strategy built around maneu­ 
vers designed to keep the Ford 
organization off balance. 
Furthermore, the fact that 
the move came from the Re­ 
publican right, from a senator 
originally elected as a Con­ 
servative party candidate, led 
to 
speculation that 
Reagan 
forces were somehow involved. 
Buckley said he had been urged 
to consider candidacy by Re­ 
publicans aligned with both 
Reagan and Ford, but he would 
not identify them. 
“I am not a stalking horse,” 
he told a New York news con­ 
ference. 
“My 
only 
purpose 
would be to deadlock the con­ 
vention on the first ballot and 
thus give all of the delegates a 
chance to later vote the way 
they want to. 
“I am concerned because 
many delegates feel they are 
locked in by the rules and must 
vote for one candidate even 
though they prefer the other,” 
Buckley said. 
That would fit neatly with the 
Reagan effort to block the rule 
binding delegates from the pri­ 


mary states. Sears said the 
Reagan camp has not encour­ 
aged any Republican to vote in 
defiance of legally binding in­ 
structions from his state, or to 
abstain on a first convention 
ballot so as to avoid voting for 
Ford if he personally preferred 
Reagan. 
He said a convention rule 
binding 
primary 
delegates 
could lead to court challenges 
after the nomination. Sears 
said the Reagan camp will 
press its opposition in the con­ 
vention rules committee on Sat­ 
urday and on the floor if neces­ 
sary. 
The Associated Press count 
of delegate votes put Ford at 
1,105, 25 short of a nominating 
majority; Reagan at 1,032; with 
122 uncommitted. 
Sears said Reagan will have 
more than 1,140 votes on the 
first ballot. Sen. Robert P. Grif­ 
fin of Michigan, Ford’s floor 
manager said the President 
now has about 1,135. 
That, of course, reckons with­ 
out Buckley, who indicated he 
will decide this weekend wheth­ 
er he really will run.

“I don’t think that campaign­ 
ing for the vice presidency is a 
good idea," Bond said. So far 
10 persons have admitted being 
asked for personal information 


by the White House as part of 
Ford’s effort to screen possible 
running mates. 
Bond got his call while vaca­ 
tioning Saturday. He said that 
he knew of no one who was 
supporting him for the vice 
presidency and that the most 
important thing as far as he 
was concerned was winning re- 
election to a second term. 
Democrats have nominated 
Kansas City attorney Joseph 
Teasdale as their candidate for 
governor. 
Bond said he was getting a 
lot of “free advice” as to what 
he should do about the vice 
presidency or running for re- 
election. He said he recently at­ 
tended his 20-year high school 
class reunion in Mexico, and 
that the consensus of his class­ 
mates was that he not take the 
vice presidential offer if it’s 
made, and that he should run 
for re-election. 


Bernie adopts developmental plan

BERNIE— Where to now, 
Bernie? 
An updated com­ 
prehensive plan prepared by the 
Bootheel 
Regional 
Planning 
Commission 
and 
recently 
adopted by the City Council 
attempts 
to 
answer 
that 
question. 
Under the plan, goals listed 
for the city include: orderly 
growth and development of the 
city; conserve land; serve the 
housing needs of the people in 
the 
city; 
promote 
sound 
economic 
development; 
and 
improve the health and en­ 
vironmental 
conditions 
of 
Bernie. 
When it comes to specifics, the 
plan 
lists 
these objectives: 
improve offstreet parking, 
storm damage and street 
lighting; pave streets, purchase 
a street sweeping machine and 
increase 
water 
storage; 
a 
housing rehabilitation program 
and new housing construction; 
development of an industrial 
park; and improve other city 
services. 
One interesting piece of in­ 
formation the study brings out is 
family income: Nearly half of 
the families in the city have an 
income below $8,000. 
Of the 512 families included in 
the study tor 1970-the year 
cited» 22 families were earning 
$15,000 to $24,999 and no family 
was making more than that. 
Families making lew than 
$6,000 totaled 259, and 199 
families were making between 
$6,000 and $12,000. 
“After reviewing this figure it 
becomes apparent that efforts 
should be taken to increase 
incomes in Stoddard County,” 
the study suggwts, then puts in 
a plug for itself by saying: “One 
pouible solution would be for 
Stoddard County to fully support 


a 
regional 
development 
program which will be offered 
by 
the Bootheel 
Regional 
Planning Commission. 
Even with a majority of 
families making low salaries, 
the vast majority of housing in 
the city has been clawified as 
being in good shape, according 
to the report, made in 1975 and 
included 
with 
the 
com­ 
prehensive plan. 
At that time, 84 of the total 683 
houses 
were classified as 
“substandard” — 12.3 per cent 
of the total houses - down from 
about 25.8 per cent in 1960. 
The homes, however, are not 
expensive. Of the 433 owner- 
occupied units, 145 are valued at 
less than $5,000 and 188 at less 
than $10,000. 
Ony four houses are valued at 
more than $20,000 and none over 
$35,000. 
Of total occupied units, 02.2 
per cent had all plumbing 
facilities, with 7.8 per cent 
lacking some or all plumbing 
facilities. 
One-unit structures accounted 
for 90.7 per cent of Bernie’s total 
housing units in 1970-the year 
for data included in the plan. 
Only u.2 per cent of Bernie's 
housing units have fewer than 
three rooms.

18 units are planned to be 
restored in the next three years, 
with the money coming from the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development. Of these, 
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eight-inch sewer line exists 
serve the area.

Finally, construction of 26 
public 
housing

“There are 82 families 
requiring assistance, and it is 
hoped that 82 units of assisted 
housing will be provided at the 
end of three years.” 
The BRPC writers go on to 
say, however, that “the amount 
of progress will depend directly 
on the funds the city will be able 
to acquire from outside sources 
during the three-year period. ’’ 
Other plans by the city include 
sewer and water system im­ 
provements, but here as well the 
progress will depend on the 
amount of outside assistance 
received. 
The city is already making 
plans to apply for a $400,000 
grant to work on these projects.
